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ccording to the Webster's Collegiate 
Dictionary , there are multiple meanings 
associated with the word "mark." A mark is a 
boundary, target, goal, a standard of 
performance, a grade, a unit of value, a 
distinguishing trait or quality, and 
characteristic. 

Distinguishing itself in several areas, 
Southwest Community College has made its 
"mark" among community colleges. Offering 
some thirty programs of study ranging from 
pre-med to pre-music, Southwest is known 
for its notable and growing areas of study 
including its associate degree nursing and 
practical nursing courses, rotary drilling, and 
computer technology courses. 

Beginning in 1918 as Pike County 
Agricultural High School with thirty-four 
students, physical growth has also made its 
"mark" at Southwest. Serving a four-county 
district of Amite, Pike, Walthall, and 
Wilkinson counties, Southwest welcomed 
students from its district, as well as those from 
surrounding counties and states, increasing 
enrollment for the fall 2004 semester to 
2,074 full - and part time students, a record 
breaking mark. 

With an increase in population, 
Southwest's 568 acre campus has also 
expanded in physical growth. Thirty-three 
buildings dot the campus including a new 
library, student union, administration 
building, etc. Expansions have come to the 
H. T. Huddleston Vocational-Technical 
Complex and the Bryan Science-Mathematics 
Complex, and renovations have occurred to 
Kenna Hall and the Brumfield Building. 

Through all of these outstanding 
accomplishments, Southwest has hit the target, 
reached its goal, achieved the highest 
standard of performance, and made the grade- 
components of making a mark. But it is not 
the programs, enrollment, or buildings that 
mark Southwest. It is the people who make 
Southwest successful. 

It is the students' separate individualities, 
talents, and backgrounds joined with 
Southwest's faculty, administration, and staff 
that form a Bear family. To the Bear family, 
these students were essential, vital, crucial, 
and necessary for Southwest making its mark.

For three honorees, Mary Alice 
Jones, Charles E. Doskey, and Mary 
Edwards the highlight of their evening 
occurred during the banquet where 
Alumnus of the Year Mary Alice Jones 
joined Sports Hall of Famers, Charles 
Doskey and Mary Edwards. 

Alumnus of the Year recipient Mrs. 
Jones received her degree from 
Southwest in 1933. Prior to attendin 


Southwest, she attended Jones 
Consolidated School and Pike County 


Agricultural school. 

After leaving Southwest, Mrs. Jones 
worked for the Social Security 
Administration in Baltimore, Maryland, 
and later with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture in New Orleans. She 
retired from her position with Southern 
Regional Research Laboratory with the 
Navy in New Orleans. She and her 
husband, Herman Jones, moved to 
McComb upon their retirement in 1978. 
He is now deceased. 



Today, Mrs. Jones is an active 
member of the First Baptist Church of 
McComb and a faithful member of her 
Sunday School class and the Keenagers. 
Mrs. Jones still participates in many 
activities here at Southwest. She attends 
SMCC Homecomings and most every 
function open to the public and/or 
alumni. She was even influential in 
urging the restoration of Kenna Hall, 
and commissioned the portrait of Mr. 
J.M. Kenna which hangs in the building 
named for him. Mrs. Jones' ties and 
loyalty to Southwest continue in all that 
she does on campus. 

Inducted into the SMCC Sports Hall 
of Fame, Charles Doskey, Sr. was a 1959 
Southwest graduate. Doskey enrolled at 
Southwest on a basketball scholarship 
where he and his team went on to win 
the state championship.

After college, Doskey play 
basketball for a Knights of Columfr 15 
team where his team won the Knights o 
Columbus championship. 

Presently he works as law clerk a 
Gaudin and Gaudin Attorneys at Law 111 
Gretna, Louisiana. 

Southwest's final honoree, Ms. Ma*/ 
Ott Edwards, was our second induct# 
into the Sports Hall of Fame. Edward* 
enrolled at Southwest Mississippi Junj 01 
College in 1952 and became an actb e 
participant in numerous activiti eS ’ 
including the Student Council, th e 
Student Christian Council, the Women 5 
Recreational Association, the Chorny 
and the yearbook staff. In addition, s ^ e 
was Homecoming Student Body Mat 
Most Athletic Girl, and Miss SMJC. 

Edwards continued her education i 
receiving her bachelor's degree afl 
master's degree in Secondary Educati° n 
at the University of Southed 
Mississippi. 

She has taught in Columbia p 11 ^ 16 
schools, at Columbia Academy, and 11 
the Marion County school system.

The Associate 
Degree Nursing program was the only 
exception to the rule. After completing 
one year of pre-requisites and gaining 
acceptance into the nursing program, 
students could emerge graduates after 
only two years. 

The humanities encompassed 
subjects concerned with human thought 
and culture. Although all students 
could enroll in any of the humanities, 
Honors Forum consisted of students 
who received invitations to join. As a 
group these students learned the 


characteristics and qualities of good 
leaders. 

Studies in mathematics and sciences 
proved the most challenging for most 
students. In addition to time in lecture 
and lab, students devoted hours to 
studying outside the “learning” 
environment in hopes of grasping 
pertinent concepts. 

Through the social sciences students 
learned more about themselves as 
individuals and groups. Without a 
doubt, students found many topics of 
interest among these four divisions. 
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Jennifer Montgomery and Rosemary Lucas preview each 
other’s information before their introductory speeches. 


ne of the most agonizing subjects for 
many students to encounter in their pursuit of 
a degree was a course in mathematics. Fear 
gripped them at first and often hindered their 
ability to grasp concepts quickly. But through 
patience and persistence, they survived and 
took pride in their accomplishments. 

A math course existed for all. Students 
lacking a solid background in algebra 
enrolled in Elementary or Intermediate 
Algebra for future success in College Algebra. 
Elementary education majors took Real 
Numbers to learn the basics while business 
majors learned business basics through 
Statistics or Finite Math courses. 

By far the greatest math challenges lay in 
Trigonometry, followed by classes in Calculus 
and Differential Equations, courses required 
of computer science, engineering, or math 
majors. Though classes were smaller, the 
intensity and level of difficulty were greater. 
Whatever the math, students left in better 
shape than when they began.

Ever wonder what those little shapes are when you 
look through a microscope? Are they friend or foe? 
Students with inquisitive minds got answers to many 
of their questions in lectures and laboratory 
experiments that accompany the sciences. 

Instructors in chemistry, physics, biology, botany, 
zoology, microbiology, and anatomy and physiology 
provided weekly experiments and lectures that enabled 
students to gain a clearer understanding of their 
surrounding world and their role in this world. If 
the lab itself limited discovery, students moved 
outdoors to examine ecosystems across campus or in a 
nearby pond. 

Detailed study of the cell, tissues, skin, bones, 
muscles, tissues, and various body systems in anatomy 
and physiology classes coupled with instruction about 
microbes, genetics, parasites, and bacteria in 
microbiology prepared students desiring careers as 
health care professionals. Answers to “Why” or “How” 
extended to chemistry and physics. 

Students in the sciences soon discovered what 
those little microscopic shapes were and how force 
altered the shape of matter. Over time, misconceptions 
and misunderstanding cleared.

Southwest campus makes a perfect subject for art classes, as 
students like Ron Wilson quickly discover. 
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G eographically, our world contains 
countries and nations of various shapes 
and dimensions, and the people of these 
spaces and places are extremely diverse. 
Thus, studies in the social sciences, such 
as health, philosophy, economics, 
history, science, and sociology, covered 
a broad spectrum of topics to assist 
students in understanding themselves 
and others. 

Personal and Community Health 
brought health issues to the forefront by 
revealing causes of diseases and effects 
of bad habits. To combat these 
negatives, students learned positive ways 
to maintain a lifestyle that ideally results 
in a long, healthy, productive life. 

In Old and New Testament classes, 
students examined the Bible and 
discovered Biblical truths. American 
History and Western Civilization 
provided in-depth study into how 
civilizations have evolved and how past 
events affect and predict future events. 
In Economics I and II, students learned 


how pricing and quantity through 
supply and demand affect their wallets. 
Psychology courses focused on the 
individual while sociology examined 
groups. 

With students of varying 
backgrounds, habits, and beliefs uniting 
for a common goal, an education, 
instructors endeavored to center 
instruction around respecting 
differences. For example, instructors 
included activities as simple as playing 
cards without verbal communication to 
simulate cultural differences. Moving 
from group to group and 
communicating with each other without 
speaking while adapting to a new set of 
rules challenged them. 

Therefore, social science courses are 
more than textbooks, lectures, and 
quizzes. Activities promoted self 
analysis, reflection, appreciation, and 
acceptance.

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ne of the most difficult and 
demanding careers today is nursing 
because trained nurses must quickly 
determine the physical “shape” of a 
patient and react quickly in emergency 
situations. Southwest’s Associate Degree 
Nursing (ADN) program prepares its 
graduates to become registered nurses 
who will meet the expanding health care 
needs of the community. Its curriculum 
includes a balance of general education, 
current nursing theory, and laboratory 
experience. 

Students in the ADN program spent 
hours in lecture, lab, and clinical 
situations and even more hours in study 
as they endeavored to grasp and absorb 
hundreds of pages of concepts and 
theory. Clinicals helped clear many 
concepts as students saw puzzle pieces fit 
together. 

Even though nursing required hard 
work and patience, many view the 
nursing profession as a calling to help 
others. In addition, the rewards and 
opportunities for employment are 
plentiful as the need for qualified health 
care professionals continues to rise. 
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Dr. Benton Thompson checks his notes before proceeding. Teaching Business Law and Real Estate keeps 
him busy. 

Group assignments in speech allow students to learn one another. 
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^The humanities division encompasses a 
myriad of courses relating to fine arts, 
languages, and physical fitness. From 
music to art, shapes were everywhere in 
the Fine Arts department. And whether 
you sought a degree in art or music or 
just needed a class to fulfill your major 
requirement, an interesting class in art 
or music class awaited you. 

Some students preferred art classes. 
In Drawing I and II, students put pencils 
and paint brushes to the test as they 
sketched still life or campus scenes. On 
sunny days, students flanked the banks 
of Bear Lake or climbed aboard tailgates 
to capture the perfect view of campus on 
canvas. Art for Elementary Teachers 
prepared elementary education majors 
for today’s classroom, and Art 
Appreciation classes detailed art s 
history. 

Students who enjoyed music rather 
than art found courses too - Music 
Appreciation, Music Theory, and Music 
History. Students wishing to refine or 
gain musical skills through 
individualized instruction enrolled in 
voice, piano, guitar, or brass lessons. 
Some students, however, enjoyed 
performing. Thus, they sought a 
position in the choir, marching band, 
stage band, or even as a Reflection 
singer. 

A study of the languages reveals 
much about a culture, yet all creatures 
communicate through written or oral 
means. Essays in Comp I encouraged 
students to convey their views through 
writings. Comp II students scrutinized 
the writings of others through their 
studies of poetry, drama, and short 
stories. To demonstrate their 

understanding of the literary elements 
authors use in their works, Comp II 
students compiled research papers on

A study in literature continued in 
British literature, where students gained 
a clearer understanding of the genre 
that shaped the English language. 
Students desiring more intense grammar 
review or students majoring in 
elementary education enrolled in 
Traditional Grammar. Some students 
had not been in a classroom setting for 
many years, so they opted to brush-up on 
their grammar and writing skills 
through developmental English classes. 

Students seeking an additional 
language challenge found Spanish to be 
the answer. Dealing with a more diverse

patient population prompted some 
students seeking a career as a health care 
professional to learn pertinent, often 
lifesaving, information through Medical 
Spanish. 

Students not only wrote the English 
language but also spoke it correctly in 
speech classes. The skills and 
confidence students learned through 
speech classes enabled them to become 
better communicators in today's world. 

Health and physical education 
classes encouraged students to get into 
shape through proper nutrition and 
exercise, creating a lifestyle pertinent 
ideally results in a long, healthy, 
productive life. 

From how civilization shaped out 
language and life to how food and 
exercise shaped our bodies, humanities 
classes covered them all.

fter gaining a win over Itawamba, the Bears moved 
on to the hist game of the season. Taking on the rival team 
Copiall-Lincoin, left many wondering if the Bears could do 
it. Of course, the Bears came through, elating fans with the 
26-7 win. And yes, this marked win No. 2. 

“We have 40 freshmen coming back next year,” said 
Southwest head coach Dom Green. “It’s good to end the 
season with a win against your rival.

Burton’s touchdown ended a 10-play, 68-yard march. 
During the drive, SMCC converted two, third down 
situations.

But the excitement did not end there. With 60 seconds 
left in the first half, Michael Lewis returned a punt 68 
yards and gave the Bears a 20-7 lead. Lewis got the ball on 
the bounce at his 32 and then cut back across the field to 
his left and then took it to the end zone. 

At the 10:47 mark of the third quarter, Tobias’ 17- 
yard blast up the gut gave the Bears a 26-7 advantage. 
Tobias' second touchdown capped a short 4-play, 42-yard 
drive. The drive was set up at the Wolves 42 after Craig 
Fox recovered a Co-Lin fumble with 2:14 seconds gone in 
the third quarter.
